May it please Your Excellency, 

We, the Commissioners of Intermediate Education (Ireland) 
submit to your Excellency this our twelfth Report. 

The number of students who gave notice of their intention to 
present for examination in 1890 was: — 




being a decrease of 920 in tbe case of boys, and a decrease of 450 
in the ease of girls, from the corresponding numbers, in 1889. 

Decreases were anticipated as the result of alterations in the 
Rules which came into effect in 1890, by which the conditions of 
passing were made more stringent and Candidates under twelve 
years of age were excluded from examination.

Finance. 

The Balance Sheet of the Board for 1890 shows a surplus of 
£2,839 3s. 4cZ. (including £1,763 19s. 9c?., balance in respect of the 
year 1889), subject to liabilities estimated at £200. 

The invested accumulations of former years remain at tlxe same 
figure as on 31st December, 1889, viz., £9,761 4s. 9d 

By the Local Taxation (Customs and Excise) Act, 1890, Section 

3 — Application of- Irish Share of Customs and Excise Duties 

it was provided — sub-section (ii.) — that, after a sum of £78,000 
should be paid to the Commissioners of Education 

“The residue of such share shall, unless Parliament otherwise 
determines, he paid to the Intermediate Education Board for Ireland, 
and he distributed and applied by them amongst schools to which the 
-provisions of the Intermediate Education (Ireland) Act, 1878, apply 
for both or either of the purposes following, but for no other purposes, 
namely : 

( a ) For the payment to managers of schools complying with the 
conditions prescribed under the said Act, of fees dependent 
on the results of public examinations of Students ; and 

(i) For the payment of prizes and exhibitions, and the giving of 
certificates to Students, 

according to a scheme to he settled by the said Board with the approval 
of the Lord Lieutenant and the Treasury.” 

Iu pursuance of this provision a scheme (see Appendix VT.) was 
settled by the Board and approved by your Excellency and 
the Treasury. 

Iu view of the additional income provided by the above- 
mentioned Act, the Commissioners decided to give practical effect 
to two developments of their system which had for some time 
been under their consideration, viz. : — (1) Examinations in a 
Commercial Course in the Middle and Senior Grades, and (2) 
a Preparatory Grade limited to Studente between twelve and 
fourteen years of age.

It was decided that there should he held in the year 1891 an 
examination of Students in the Middle Grade, and in and after 
the year 1892 examinations of Students in the Middle and Senior 
Grades respectively, in " The Commercial Course ” ; and that in 
and after the year 1892 an examination of Students should be 
held in the Preparatory Grade; and Rules providing for such 
examinations were prepared by the Board and approved of by 
your Excellency on 8th December, 1890. 

Education. 

In estimating the answering of the students at the Examina- 
tions in 1890, the altered conditions of passing the Examination 
generally should be taken into account. The conditions of 
passing in 1889 were as follows : — 

“ No student Bhall obtain credit for the examination generally, nor 
shall his name be published in the Schedule of Results, unless he pass 
in at least three subjects, of which two must be from among the fol- 
lowing : — Greek, Latin, English, Mathematics, a Modern Language. 

“ To pass in ‘ Mathematics,’ Junior Grade, it will be necessary and 
sufficient for boys to pass in two, and for girls to pass in one, of the 
following sections, viz., Arithmetic, Euclid, Algebra. 

“ To pass in ‘ Mathematics ’ in the Middle and Senior Grades, it will 
be necessary and sufficient for boys to pass in two sections. Girls may 
obtain a pass in Mathematics by'passing in one section.” 

By the Rules which came into effect on 1st January, 1890, the 
following conditions were substituted for the foregoing : — 

“ In the case of boys, no student shall obtain credit for the examina- 
tion generally, nor shall liis name lie published in the Schedule of 
Results, unless he pass in at least four subjects, to each of which not 
less than 500 marks are assigned, in which must be included one 
subject from each of the following groups, viz. : — 

“ (A)— (1) Greek ; (2) Latin ; (3) French ; (4) German ; (5) Italian ; 
(6) Celtic. 

, (B) — (1) Euclid ; (2) Arithmetic ; (3) Algebra ; (4) Plane Trigo- 
nometry ; (5) Elementary Mechanics ; (6) Algebra and Arith- 
metic (Senior Grade).

“ In the case of girls, in all grades, it will be necessary and sufficient 
to pass in one subject from group (A), in English, and in any two other 
subjects of the programme.” 

It was also provided that no candidate should be eligible for 
examination who was under the age of twelve years. 

The proportion per cent, of the boys examined who passed the 
Examinations is almost identical with that in 1889, viz., 58-7 in 
1889, 59T in the present year ; in the case of girls, 59 - 3 of those 
examined passed in the present year, as against C9'2 in 1889. 

The Examiners, in their Reports, extracts from which will be 
found in Appendix III., speak in favourable terms of the answer- 
ing of the students in most of the subjects and grades.

EXTRACTS FROM THE REPORTS OF THE 
EXAMINERS, 1890. 



GREEK. 

Senior Grade. — First Paper, 

Report of William Ridgeway, m.a. 

This paper was, as a whole, well clone. 

The grammar questions were better answered than in 1889, the im- 
provement being most noticeable in accidence. Questions I. and II. a. 
(nouns), were done very fairly by the majority of the candidates, as was 
likewise II. b. (adjectives). No. III. (verbs), showed a most distinct 
improvement since last year, although too many of the candidates have 
very hazy notions about stems. No. IV. ( 'prohibitions ), was very well 
done throughout, and the same may be said of V. (correction of sentences). 
No. VI. (’particles), on the other hand, was not at all well done. 
Teachers could do much to remedy this by a little more care when 
reading the set books with their pupils. 

No. VII. (idioms), evoked a fair number of good attempts. On the 
whole, the answering shows much good work on the part of both boys 
and masters. 

There were a good number of fair prose compositions sent up, although 
those that wore really of a high order were fewer than could be desipecL 

The translation of Demosthenes was very well done all round. No. 
X. (words and phrases), was very respectably answered, whilst XI. 
(historical), was exceedingly well done by almost all 



Middle Grade. — First Paper. 

Report of Rev. Edward Maguire. 

While the number of failures in grammar and composition is ex- 
tremely small, I am' quite disappointed at the slight difference observable 
between the merits of the Middle and Junior boys as regards composi- 
tion. It would appear that, in many schools, when hoys arrive at a 
certain stage of perfection in this department, their training is not 
pushed further. A. comparison between the mai’ks awarded in the 
Middle and those awarded in the Junior Grade will show that, in my 
opinion, the mere committing to memory of the commonplace idioms 
is not all that is expected from the more advanced students, while it 
is a good groundwork for beginners. This is the only general defect, 
and the papers are, on the whole, of at least average merit. 
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Junior Grade. — First Paper, 

Report of Rev. Edward Maguire. 

Two things strike me as specially noteworthy in this section of my 
work. The anomaly of numbers of answer-books exhibiting very 
imperfect acquaintance with grammar, and, at the same time, giving a 
most learned, if not altogether accurate, rendering of the passages set 
for translation, has this year entirely disappeared. In fact, the answer- 
ing in the grammar is all round much better than the translation even 
of the passages selected from the prescribed books ; while a not incon- 
siderable number of the candidates made no attempt whatever at 
translation, though they secured at least pass marks in grammar. This 
appears to me a healthy feature, as it represents the natural order of 
progress — grammar first, translation afterwards. 

The second indication of general improvement I allude to is the total 
absence of anything and everything that could lead the Examiner 
to entei-tain even the shadow of a suspicion of abuse by way of 
copying, &c. 

On the other -hand; it was painful to observe, in not a few instances, 
how little qualified the candidate was to turn his attainments and 
talents to the best advantage. Many of the papers afforded the clearest 
evidence that the writers were quite unpractised in committing their 
ideas to paper. It would be desirable, moreover, that hoys should be 
taught to look carefully at each question, and to answor precisely what 
they are asked. 



Senior Grade. — Second Paper. 

Report of Rev. Edward Maguire. 

A few answer-hooks furnish evidence of very advanced scholarship. 
Indeed, I felt compelled to award to these nearly all the available 
marks. In general, however, there was noticeable a lack of familiarity 
with forms and idioms, and the questions in history were, in many 
cases, left unattempted. 



Middle Grade. — Second Paper. 

Report of "William Ridgeway, m.a. 

The translation of the Xenophon was done very fairly, taken as a 
whole, hut there , was a good deal of slipshod work sent in. No. II. 
( words and phrases) was not so well done as it ought to be, if the text is 
read with care and accuracy. There were some excellent attempts 
made at the unseen passages, and a fair proportion of respectable ones. 
Occasional practice in doing such passages would largely increase the 
scoring of the candidates. 

The history was exceedingly well dong, 
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Junior Grade. — Second Paper. 

Report of "William Ridgeway, m.a. 

The translation of Xenophon was, as a whole, very respectably done, 
although occasionally there were indications that it had been got up 
entirely by means of a translation and without any use of the lexicon. 

No. II. ( words and phrases ), was very fairly done, but III. (parsing ), 
was very poorly answered. 

There were some very fair renderings of the unseen passage, and on 
the whole it was as well done as could be reasonably expected from 
boys in this grade. 

The answering in history was decidedly good. 



LATIN. 



Senior Grade. — First Paper. 

Report of William Ridgeway, m.a. 

No. I. (nouns, adjectives and verbs), was fairly done, but a large pro- 
portion of the candidates knew little of the formation of diminutives. 
On the other hand, No. II. (numerals) was very well done all round. 
In III., a. was fairly done, but b. and c. were not up to the same level. 

In No. IV. (orat. obi. and dependent clause) whilst the first part as a 
whole was well done, there were but a small proportion of good attempts 
at the latter. 

No. Y. ( ita-ut ), proved a stumbling block to a considerable number. 
This circumstance, combined with the many failures to do the second 
part of the preceding question, indicates that candidates have not given 
sufficient care to the doctrine of ut. 

On Question VI. ( Rules of pentameter' and scansion), there was a 
lamentable ignorance of the pentameter line, which was quite in keeping 
with the generally inaccurate ideas of prosody revealed by the next 
Question (VII., marking quantities). 

There was a very good proportion of respectable Latin prose sent in. A 
good deal of careful attention has, undoubtedly, been given to this subject, 
but only one candidate made a fair attempt at Latin verse. This, doubt- 
less, explains the great inaccuracy in quantities already alluded to. 

The translation of the “ J ugurtha ” was very fairly done, but a trans- 
lation seemed in too many cases to have been the chief instrument in 
getting up the author. 

The historical question (XII.) was very well done. 



Middle Grade (First Paper). 

Report of John B. Bury, m.a., and Charles F. Poyle, h.a. 

We regret to say that we do not regard the answering of Middle 
Grade candidates on First Paper (Grammar, Composition, Cicero) as 
satisfactory. The knowledge of Grammar which they exhibited was 
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middling, but in Latin Prose Composition they were bad indeed. Those 
few who obtained from 70 to 75 per cent, in this subject (Question 8) 
because their work was free from serious mistakes, showed no faculty 
or elegance in writing Latin. The general impression that we derived 
was, that the average school teaching must have been very insufficient. 

Yerse-writing was rarely attempted, and in only four or five cases 
was any proficiency attained. The answering in Translation showed an 
intelligent, though somewhat inaccurate, study of the books appointed. 



Junior Grade. — First Paper — Boys. 

Report of John B. Bury, m.a., and Charles F. Doyle, m.a. 

In one respect, 1890 has been a notable improvement on 1889. IVe 
observed with satisfaction that a very small percentage of papers was 
returned in which there was not visible some honest attempt, however 
feeble, to answer the questions. In fact, there were very few candidates 
who did not seem to be in earnest with the Examination. 

This moral improvement chiefly concerns those who failed. Those 
who obtained Honour marks showed on the whole a fair proficiency in 
Elementary Grammar, and a tolerable acquaintance with the books of 
Osar which they had studied. We noticed, however, with some 
surprise, that some of the simplest grammatical questions were among 
those most often missed. 

This seems to have arisen from the prevalence of an erroneous, idea 
among the candidates that an examiner will not ask anything simple. 

In Syntax the answering was very poor. Hardly any, even of the 
best answers, got full marks in Question 7 (correction of sentences). 
This defective knowledge of Syntax explains the low average in Latin 
Composition, 



Junior Grade. — First Paper — Girls. 

Grammar and Composition. 

There was general evidence of a good deal of hard work on the part 
of the candidates and their teachers, but in many cases the candidates 
had not been long at Latin, and, as a consequence, a good deal of slip- 
shod work was sent in. The form also, as a whole, was not good. By 
making pupils do an occasional grammar paper, and showing them how 
it ought to be done, teachers would attain much better results. 

The accidence questions, as a whole, were not very well done, although 
many candidates made a very fair show. No. VII. (correction of 
sentences) was but poorly done, which, taken together with the many 
poor attempts at translation into Latin (VIII.), indicates a deficiency 
in syntax, due, like the inaccuracy in accidence, to the short period 
during which the candidates had worked at the subject. 

The translation of Caesar was fair, but the remark just made applies 
here likewise. Taken as a whole, there is a great deal of excellent 
material amongst these candidates which, after another year’s work, 
onght to show excellent results in the Middle Grade. 
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Senior Grade. — Second Paper. 

Report of Charles H. Keene, m.a. 

The answering of the boys in the senior grade was very good, a large 
proportion obtaining Honour marks, and very few failing to pass. The 
unprescribed prose passage was excellently rendered by some of the 
candidates, and fairly attempted by the great majority. The verse 
passage, though apparently easier, was not so satisfactorily done. Of 
the prescribed parts of Horace the Odes showed more careful preparation 
than the Ars Poetica. The answering in History was creditable. 

The answering of the girls was, on the whole, considerably lower than 
that of the boys. Some of the girls, however, sent in very creditable 
papers. 



IATIN. 

Middle Grade. — Second Paper. 

Report of Charles H. Keene, m.a., and Rev. J. J. Kelly. 

The answering of the candidates was, on the whole, very good. The 
translations from the prescribed author and the answers to the questions 
in History showed careful preparation. In the unprescribed portion of 
the paper the prose passage was, as in the case of the Senior Grade, 
much better done than the verse. In the latter many of the candidates 
confused similar forms, such as operta and aperta , fecundus and facundus , 
desertus and disertus, mundus , subsb. and adj. 

Teachers should make their pupils prepare lists of words likely to ho 
thus confused, and they should also point out how the meaning of forms 
really ambiguous, as, for example, veniam , in the second unprescribed 
passage, may generally be determined from the context. 

Middle Grade. — Girls; 

The answer-books here are characterized, not so much by exceptional 
brilliancy, as by the rareness of failure. A very few are abnormally good. 
A striking sameness prevails among the great majority, while the 
number of those who fall below the average marks is exceptionally 
small. 



Junior Grade. — Second Paper. 

Report of Charles H. Keene and Rev. J. J. Kelly. 

"W o think that, on the whole, as compared with former years, tlio 
answering shows progress in the Intermediate Schools of the country. 

The passages from Virgil were well translated by a majority of the 
candidates. A much smaller number, however, gave satisfactory 
answers to the questions in parsing, and very few, indeed, answered the 
questions in Geography and History arising out of one of the passtiges. 
Altogether, the answers given to Question 2 left the impression that few 
ol the candidates had carefully studied the notes to any approved edition 
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of Virgil. The translations of the unprepared passages were, on the 
whole, creditable. • Few, it is true, gave good translations of the whole 
of the two passages, but a large number did parts of them well, and 
obtained a fair percentage of the marks, while the number who made no 
attempt to translate these passages was much smaller than in former 
years. A good many, however, betrayed here an imperfect grasp of the 
syntactical connection of the words. A good remedy for this would be 
to make the pupil occasionally parse every word in a passage (not merely 
those which present some special difficulty), pointing out the government 
and the relation to the rest of the sentence fully and accurately in each 
case. 

The answering in prosody was not, on the whole, good. Many 
seemed not to know the number of feet required in a hexameter line, 
and showed ignorance of the quantity of simple words. 

It appears tons, from the general answering in Roman History , that, 
on the whole, it has not been as carefully ‘ taught as might be fairly 
expected. A considerable number, who did the other parts of the paper 
well, made no attempt to answer the questions in History, which would 
seem to show that there are still some Intermediate . Schools in which 
this subject is not taught. A certain number, on the other hand, con- 
fined their answers to History and the unprepared passages, showing 
that they had not made up the prescribed author. 

The orthography was good, the penmanship generally good, and in 
almost all cases olearly legible. 



ENGLISH. 

Senior Grade. — First Paper. — Boys. 

Report of Thomas W. Lyster, m.a. 

In the Senior Grade paper which I had to mark, the subjects of exami- 
nation were: — (1) English Composition; (2) English Grammar; (3) 
twenty selected Essays of Bacon. 

The candidates in this grade were remarkably well prepared. I was 
startled by finding what high marks the English essays seemed to 
deserve. The diction was good — in a few cases it might be called 
elegant — the a common sense ” of the writers was very pleasant to 
observe, and handwriting and spelling were in accordance with this 
high merit in the more intellectual qualities of composition. 

In the grammar I was somewhat disappointed by the answers of 
some candidates to a question on the English Gerund, and also to a 
question on the derivation of adverbs from other parts of speech. I did 
not expect to find so many of the candidates so liable to misconceive 
the real nature of the Gerund, and even the real nature of an adverb. 

The Essays of Bacon were very well prepared. It was a great pleasure 
to think that so many boys knew almost by rote a large number of these 
extraordinary Essays. Familiarity with so great a style as that of Bacon 
must tend to give “distinction.” In setting the paper an attempt was 
made to avoid questions on mere annotations, to thoroughly test the 
knowledge of the textqre and matter of the Essays themselves, 
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My general conclusion is— that I was slightly disappointed, by the 
answering in the Junior Grade, but more especially in the English 
Composition and the Parsing. That in the Senior Grade the papers 
were better than I had hoped for, especially the English Composition. 
That in both grades the chief difficulty is the teaching of English Gram- 
mar. Finally, that there is a large percentage of excellent answering, 
and much reason for congratulation on the result. 



Middle Grade. — First Paper — Bovs and Girls. 

Report of Thomas Harrison, ll.b. 

The general character of the answering on this paper was satis- 
factory, and gave ample evidence of intelligence, industry, and careful 
teaching. There were few candidates who did not reach a fair standard 
of merit, and there were many whose knowledge was both extensive 
and accurate. Indeed it must be admitted that the low marks obtained 
by many candidates are to be attributed, not so much to want of know- 
ledge, as to inability to utilize it to the best advantage. This too often 
arises from want of the practical training necessary for written exami- 
nations, and from inability to properly apportion the time at their 
disposal among the different questions on the paper. Some spend 
almost the entire time upon composition, and in their eagerness to 
obtain high marks on this subject, neglect the rest of the paper ; while 
some leave so little time for composition that, though they have answered 
the other questions well, it almost requires an exercise of charity to 
allow them the minimum pass mark. Some candidates write upon the 
margin, others on both sides of the paper, and in a considerable number 
of cases the answer to a single question had to be gathered from half 
a dozen places throughout the answer book. The results of this inex- 
perience were strikingly displayed in the writing out of one or two 
passages of poetry, where many candidates ignoring rhyme, capitals, 
and punctuation, made no attempt to preserve the metrical form. We 
are convinced therefore that in addition to the collateral advantages of 
neatness, accuracy, and judgment which would result from a more 
general adoption of periodical test examinations, the quality and charac- 
ter of the answering would thereby be considerably improved, and the 
number of failures greatly diminished. 

As will be seen from our marking-sheets, the answering in grammar is, 
perhaps, least satisfactory. This is especially applicable to parsing, and 
it is painfully evident that sufficient attention is not given to this import- 
ant subject. A considerable number of candidates, especially among the 
girls, had very hazy and inaccurate notions of what “ Mood ” and 
“Inflection” really are. Even when the definitions were correctly 
given, the illustrations cited showed that they were very imperfectly 
understood. 

The answering upon the prescribed authors was extremely good — so 
good in fact that it was evident they had received more than their fair 
share of attention. More care, perhaps, ought to be taken to make the 
pupils really understand the general meaning of difficult passages, as well 
as the mere verbal explanation of the difficult words which they contain. 

Composition, was on the whole good, and in this the girls showed 
decided superiority. There is, however, an unfortunate tendency on the 
part pf even the best candidates to strain after quantity rather than 
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quality. Many of the compositions were, as we have already men- 
tioned, much too long, and a great mass of irrelevant matter was often 
•Introduced into otherwise excellent essays. And in this connection it 
may be remarked that many candidates are in the habit of dragging 
in illustrations of a religious and political character, the violence of 
.which is only equalled by their irrelevancy. It requires, indeed, a 
large amount of misused ingenuity to connect the “Advantages of our 
insular position ” with the character and conduct of present-day poli- 
ticians, yet no less than eleven girls and nine boys thought themselves 
equal to the task. The answers, as a rule, were carefully and neatly 
written, and bad spelling was so rave that only five were rejected on 
this ground. 



Junior Grade (First Paper). — Boys. 

Joint Report of Rev. Daniel Coghlan, J ohn Cooke, b.a., Thomas 
W. Lyster, m.a., and Rev. Daniel O’ Loan. 

The students examined by us in English (First Paper) in the Junior 
Grade answered on the whole satisfactorily. A large number showed 
considerable care, and answered in the order in which the questions 
were set ; and there were very few careless or slovenly papers returned. 

The great majority chose as the subject for Composition — “Winter 
and summer out-door amusements contrasted,” and but a small per- 
centage failed to gain the necessary pass marks. A large number, how- 
ever, in dealing with the subject failed to draw any contrast whatever, 
confining themselves to a description of the leading sport or amusement 
of each season ; while a number merely wrote on a country walk, a 
day's excursion, a cricket or football match, the common boy’s fault of 
not writing on the subject as set down. Those who chose “The rank 
is but the guinea-stamp, &c., n and “ The career of Robert Bruce,” wrote 
very good compositions, as a rule, and were amongst those who answered 
highest throughout. 

The answering in English Grammar was not as high or as satisfactory 
as might be expected. The second and third questions were well 
answered, though very few gave a correct definition of a defective verb , 
and many failed to give correct plurals to all the five nouns, and the 
principal parts to all the five verbs. The Parsing (Question 5) was 
poor ; and this is all the more unsatisfactory, as the difficulties in 
all, except one, are explained in the notes in the text books. Many 
boys displayed a complete want of knowledge of the elementary 
principles of the subject. The cases of nouns, and even of pronouns, 
were frequently confounded, the objective being parsed as nominative, 
ancl the nominative as objective ; verbs were parsed as nouns, preposi- 
tions, and sometimes as pronouns, and adverbs and prepositions were 
raised to the dignity of nouns and verbs. Much intelligence was shown 
in the answering of Question 6 (correction of sentences), and we are led 
thereby to the conclusion, that the teaching and study of English Gram- 
mar was neglected, for better preparation of any of the usual text books, 
and drilling in English parsing, would have secured higher results in 
Questions 4 and 5. 

The Poem seems to have been well committed to memory, as Question 
7 was answered very satisfactorily. The answering of Question 8 
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was very poor. Pew succeeded in stating accurately Scott’s account 
of the origin of the Poem, while many failed altogether, confounding 
the “ Minstrel” with Scott as its writer. Nearly all who attempted, failed 
to describe correctly the nature of the metre in which the Poem is 
written, or in stating the circumstances which led the author to adopt 
this form of verse. Question 9 was fairly well answered, as was part of 
Question 10. There was a confusion in the minds of a large number 
as to who was Lord Walter, he being confounded with Sir Walter Scott, 
Michael Scott, and the grandfather of the Duchess of Monmouth; 
while the latter was also confounded with the Lady of Branksome. A 
table of the Buccleuch family is necessary in studying the Poem, as no 
doubt the numerous Scotts mentioned are very confusing to any school- 
boy. Question 11 was well answered on the whole. There were 
many mistakes in giving the meaning of the words, particularly corbells, 
am, and slogan. 

Prom tlie answering of Questions 8 and 10. it seemed to us that 
enough attention was not paid to the Poem as a piece of literature. Its 
origin, history, metre, and descriptive details were not fully grasped by 
the majority of the students, while the textual notes, and criticisms 
were fairly well known. 

"We may perhaps be allowed to remark, that the poems of Scott are, 
so far as we can judge, very admirably suited for the Intermediate 
Examinations. 



Junior Grade. — First Paper— Girls, 

Report of Rev: J. J. Clancy. 

The girls who presented themselves for examination in the Junior 
Grade, answered the questions set, in the first English pa])er, in a 
manner that reflected much credit on themselves and on the industry 
of their teachers. Wherever defective answering was met with, it 
arose either from the pupils not having distinguished between italics 
and the ordinary type, or from their undertaking to reply without 
understanding thoroughly the precise import of the questions. The 
papers generally gave evidence of habits of order and neatness, and in 
no instance did they betray signs that the pupils obtained tbeir know- 
ledge otherwise than by honourable means. 

The exercises in Composition especially were worthy of the highest 
commendation. In the majority of cases, the writers evinced great 
ease and clearness of expression, a rich fund of striking and suitable 
ideas, and, for persons so young, considerable powers of reasoning and 
a large supply of useful and accurate information. It was sometimes 
a matter of regret that pupils possessed of richly-stored minds and 
well-balanced judgments did not select the ethical theme, as being 
better adapted to their capabilities, and more likely to open up a wide 
field for abstract reasoning and original speculation, than either the 
narrative or descriptive subjects. But even these were ably dealt with 
by the pupils who selected them, the interest of treatment being much 
enhanced by anecdotes taken from works of fiction, or founded on 
personal experience. 

The knowledge of Grammar shown, though fairly creditable on the 
whole, yet, in some few cases, did not reach the standard the pupils 
are expected to attain. This, no douht, arose in most of the instances 
referred to, rather from precipitancy in answering than from the 
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absence of sufficient information. We would respectfully suggest to 
teacbers therefore, that if tlieir pupils are to make a satistactory 
appearance in Grammar, and more especially in Pat. sing, they should 
be frequently exercised in the subject before presenting themselves for 
examination. In this department alone was there any decided tendency 
to weakness in the papers submitted to us. 

The accuracy with which the large majority of candidates answered 
the questions set on “ The Lay of the Last Minstrel,” is above all 
praise. The words of the poem were accurately committed to memory, 
and ■ difficulties in orthography, vague historical allusions, obscure 
references to romantic and classical literature, were explained with a 
fulness and precision in every detail, that would do credit even to 
University girl students. The marvellous progress made by the pupils, 
during the last few years, in this department alone, furnishes ample 
proof°of the success of the Intermediate System of Education, and 
of the benefit it is calculated to confer on those who avail themselves 
of it, ■ 



Senior Grade. — Second Paper. 

Report of Thomas Scraiton, b.a. 

I have but a brief commentary to make on the examination. The 
marks awarded by me in each grade will best notify the estimate I 
formed of the qualifications of the different candidates. By these it 
will be seen that in each grade the average number of marks assigned 
produces a result for each candidate of nearly a half of these apportioned 
to each paper of questions, which, I understand, is considered fairly 
good answering. 

Of the Senior Grade I have but little to say, except that, on the 
whole, the answers of the students evinced preparation alike creditable 
to themselves and their professors. 



Middle Grade. — Second Paper.— Boys and Girls. 

Report of John E. Taylor. 

On the whole the answering was satisfactory. I am glad to be 
able to report that in very many cases questions testing judgment 
as well as memory were very well answered. Students seem, strangely 
enough, to run into grooves, even when the subjects are so cognate 
as in this group. Some are good at geography, but fail utterly 
in history, and so on. I think fewer mere memory questions 
should be given than there usually are, for while definite and clearly 
cut answers save examiners a world of trouble, I am inclined to 
believe that they encourage many regrettable short cuts on the part of 
the teacher. The girls did very well in literature, and many showed 
great .intelligence in history ; but they seem to have been left to their 
own efforts. I asked one question to test the teaching — that was a 
sketch of Richard III. before he reached the throne. Beyond what the 
merest primer gives, no one knew, although this period was specially 
prescribed. But, in general, boys and girls have shown great industry 
and yery considerable intelligence. 
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J unior Grade. —Second Paper - (Boys). 

Joint Report of Andrew Boyd, m.a., Rev. T. Gilmartin, Thomas 
Scratton, b.a., and Rev. J. Paterson Smyth, ll.b. 

The answering of the students whose papers we examined, was much 
better than the past experience of those, of us who acted as Examiners 
on previous occasions led us to expect. 

In no subject was there such marked evidence of improvement as in 
the Life and V oyages of Columbus. There were very few who did not 
show a fair, acquaintance with the text-book, while many, as shown by 
their marks, possessed a full and complete knowledge of it. 

The answering in English History was, as usual, satisfactory. 'We 
regret to have to state that the answering in Irish History, though 
somewhat better than in former years, was not equally satisfactory. 
The questions given were easy, and any one who had read the subject 
with fair attention should have known them ; still many failed to answer 
them. 

The students showed a fair knowledge of the geography of Great 
Britain and Ireland, and of the world. Their answering in Physical 
Geography was defective. While most of them gave sufficient evidence 
of having read the subject, many showed by their inaccuracy of expres- 
sion that they did not clearly understand what they were writing about. 
Thus, comparatively few explained satisfactorily what is meant by the 
Snow-line and Dew-point, and fewer still, the cause of Ocean Currents 
and Trade Winds. 

In conclusion, we have to remark, that while there is evidence of 
general improvement in writing and the manner of answering, there is 
little or no improvement in spelling. 



Junior Grade (Secoito Paper).— Girls. 

Report of Rev. J. B. M'Bridu, b.a. 

I am happy to say that the answering all round was much superior 
to that of any previous year in my experience. This was especially 
noticeable in English and Irish History. The answering on these 
subjects was very creditable, and gave evidence of careful preparation 
and good teaching. ■ 

There is, however, still room for improvement in Geography. Here 
was decidedly the weak point in the Examination, and I would respect- 
fully call the attention of teachers and pupils to this important subject 
iii the hope that greater care may be devoted to its study and. better 
results secured by its students. 



FRENCH. 

Middle Grade— Boys and Girls. 

Senior Grade — -Boys. 

Report of. Amedee Esclangon. 

Before speaking of the examination itself, T may be permitted to say 
a word about the manner in which the papers have been done. 

They have been almost uniformly done with great neatness and 
clearness. 
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Ilowevef desirable it is, I do not think an examiner. wotild. be justified 
in. insisting too pressingly on the questions being answered in the order 
they are put. Yet candidates should bear in mind that it is of utmost 
interest to them that the patience of the examiner should not be too sorely 
tried, as is the case in, I am glad to say, a very limited number of papers 
in which one question is cut up into three or four, pieces, inserted at 
different places, and hopelessly wedged in with other questions, having 
undergone the same process of painful dissection. 

In some other papers questions have been answered under a wrong 
heading, a fact easily accounted for by supposing that the candidate, after 
having gone as far as writing the heading of a question, has altered his 
mind and taken np another question, forgetting to alter the heading. 

As is shown by the returns, the examination has been highly satis- 
factory ; the number of candidates taking honours being unusually 
lar-ge, especially in the senior grade. 

In the middle grade we find the same proportion of passes and failures, 
with nearly one-half of the former taking honours. One third of the 
unsuccessful candidates fail in grammar. 

The senior grade papers show the most satisfactory results of all. 
Out of upwards of two hundred, less than one-tenth failing ; one-half of 
these in grammar, with a high total of aggregate marks, while of the 
successful candidates, one-ninth only do not secure honours. 

The result of the middle grade examination, girls, is very good 
indeed. It has always been my pleasant duty, during an experience of 
many years as an examiner, to pay a well-deserved tribute of praise to 
the girl candidates for the high standard of their French papers in 
various examinations. 

In the present case exactly two-thirds of the examinees pass, with a 
high proportion of three-fifths taking honours. 

* Of those who failed to pass nearly one-half fail in grammar, and I 
was really sorry for the greater number of them, as I was compelled,, by 
the regulations, to strike them off in spite of their very high totals 
of aggregate marks. 

The observations following bear on the examination in general, and on 
all the grades severally. 

The translations into English, especially of pieces unseen, are remark- 
ably good. Hot so good is the translation into French, the main point, 
in my estimation, to be aimed at in the study of the French language. 

More time should be devoted to translating into French, and only 
teachers able to do this properly can expect to bring their pupils up to 
the requirements of the French examinations as they stand at present. 

f should recommend also the committing to memory of as many 
pieces of French, colloquial, prose or poetry, as possible. 



Senior Grade. — Girls. 

Report of Georges E. Barrier. 

The varied character of the paper afforded students ample scope to score. 
On the whole, my impression is that the work is certainly good — I should 
not like to say very good — but it comes very near it. The composition is 
only satisfactory ; hut it must he borne in mind that this is the most 
difficult part of the examination, and that the piece selected for trans- 
lation was fully up to former standards for- difficulty. 
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Many students wasted valuable time over Question 9, (e.) Give 
a short account of the part played by Yedof in IS Invasion, stating the 
circumstances in which he is first, and last, heard of”) some giving 41 s 
many as six pages of particulars respecting Yedof when “ a short 
account ” only was desired. 

Some of the translations from the prescribed authors are among the 
best specimens of accurate and elegant English it has been my privilege 
to meet with heretofore in public examinations. 



Joint Beport of Elphege Janau, Victor Oger, and Valentine 
Steinberger, m.a. 

Junior Grade — Boys. 

The proportion of failures did not exceed one-fourth of the whole 
number, and we are glad to be able to add that the quality of the work 
is quite equal to the standard of previous years, the answers to the 
questions on the accidence of the language being, on the whole, fairly 
accurate, and the translations from French into English satisfactory ; 
but there seems to be a general want of knowledge of the use and value 
of accents , and the -answer to the question on numerals showed a want 
of familiarity with their use, rather than ignorance of their value. 

The weakest point in the candidates was revealed by the answers to 
question No. 6, asking for the participles of ten irregular verbs. Only 
a relatively small number of candidates answered well, while a large 
number merely guessed at the answer. More attention should, in 
future, be paid to the mastering of the verbs. 

A few candidates were so unprepared that we cannot understand 
why they were presented in this subject. 

Great annoyance and serious loss of time resulted from the candi- 
dates not keeping to the order in which the questions are set. This 
fault seems to have been carried to its utmost limits by some candidates, 
who subdivided the questions into tliree or four parts, and so intermixed 
those parts as to cause a hopeless confusion. 

In composition only a small number of candidates . gained high 
marks, but these did exceedingly well ; a very large majority, however, 
both in their composition and in their rendering of the prepared F rench 
text into English, showed ignorance of the rules governing the use of 
tenses of verbs, especially in translating wrongly the French imperfect 
and the English continuous past, e.g. “ was being ” for etait \ and itaiL 
lisant for “ was reading ” ; and words and phrases so frequently used as 
Irishman, vegetables, neighbour, etc., demand er, cl peine, demarche, 
etc., and the various uses of on were seldom correctly rendered. The 
translations from the prepared book, especially of the extract marked 
B, showed a better intelligence of the text than those of either the 
detached passages ( phrases ) from the same book, or the unprepared 
passage. 

We believe that an increase of vivd voce practice in the early stages 
of their study of the language will materially improve the boys’ written 
answers to questions set on the work they have done, and greatly 
assist them in their unprepared answers.

Report of the Intermediate 



Junior Grade. — Girls. 

Report of Georges E. Barbier. 

The general and first impression after reading these answer books is, 
that the work is remarkable for its nnifoi'm quality and for the neatness 
with which the work was presented. This quality cannot be praised 
too much. It is a real pleasure to read some ol these orderly answer books, 
which do credit alike to the students and their teachers. This same 
quality was not quite so noticeable in the answer books of the seniors ; 
but these had a longer jour ney to perform, and perhaps had not their time 
so well in hand as the juniors. Comparatively speaking, the composition 
was of better quality than among the seniors. Some of the translations 
into English were very fine, too, and half a dozen from the unseen 
quite easy and masterly. 

To resume, I am of opinion that the work is, without a doubt , of 
good quality, and that the answer books give evidence not only of great 
abilities on the part of the students, but of great care and judgment 
and teaching power on the part of the masters. 



GERMAN. 

All Grades — Boys and Girls. 

Report of E. L. Fischer. 

The German Papers of the year 1890 show a considerable improve- 
ment, especially in the higher grades. The handwriting also is very 
much better. . It is a pity that the number of students and candidates 
for the examination in German has again decreased, but this is probably 
due to the general decrease of candidates for the Intermediate Exami-. 
nations of this year. 

A number of boys and girls were quite inadequately prepared, even 
for the Junior Grade Papers. Candidates scoring only 5 or 6 marks 
out of 1 00, or only attempting one question, would do better to wait 
another year before presenting themselves for these examinations. 

On the whole, the progress made is, however, satisfactory, and the 
answers relating to. the prescribed book-work, almost invariably showed 
great care and efficient study. There was also an improvement in the 
answers to those questions which did arise out of the prescribed work, 
but had no immediate place in it. 



ITALIAN. 

All Grades. — Boys and Girls. 

Report of Rev. B. O’Keeffe, d.d. 

Out of 209 students (184 boys and 75 girls) examined by me, there 
were only some sve or seven failures— a fact which X consider to be very 
satisfactory. J 

And whereas last year the girls’ papers were, as a whole, better than 
lose o e oys, tins y ear the case is reversed; the answering of the 
boys has been much superior to that of the girls. 
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I have noticed with much pleasure a marked improvement this year 
in the papers of the Junior Grade boys. 

The boys in the Middle and Senior Grades did fairly well. 

As regards Composition, however, 1 must say that there is still very 
much to be desired. Some papers were, no doubt, very good; but they 
were only a few — whilst of the vast majority it must be said that they 
were very poor and indifferent. 

The girls in the Junior and Senior Grades this year were not up to 
the mark as compared with the girls of these grades last year. Their 
answering, with some exceptions, was weak, and their compositions un- 
satisfactory. 

This I specially noticed in the case of the Senior Grade girls, the 
highest mark given by me in that grade for Composition being only 85 
out of 150. 

'The Middle Grade girls were fairly successful. 

I cannot close my .report without expressing my sincere regret that 
the study of the beautiful language of Italy has not become more popular 
in the Intermediate Schools and Colleges of Ireland. Surely they ought 
to be able to muster a larger number than 209. 



CELTIC. 

All Grades. 

Report of the Rev. E. Hogan, s.j. 

The Celtic answer-books of this year are better than those of 1889. 
They show a fuller knowledge of grammar and idioms, greater skill in 
composition and translation, and a freer use of “the emphatic increase ” 
which is so common in Irish speech ; while the general accuracy of the 
parsing, and the closeness and terseness of the versions, witness to the 
important fact, that the examinates in the various Grades are beginning 
to have more constant and intelligent recourse to their vocabularies and 
dictionaries. Those who took the trouble of learning the grammar, 
where they find a great number of words, phrases, and idioms, were not 
much puzzled when confronted by an unprescribed passage, and were 
successful in the grammar questions, the composition and translation. 
Those only failed who were ignorant of the essentials of Irish Grammar. 

To help the pupils to do better next year, I will point out their 
defects. 

1. Many in all grades omit to number the questions, or number them 
incorrectly ; and many call a noun neuter when they do not know its 
gender. There are hundreds of neuters in Old Irish, but not one in 
their text books. 

2. Of the Juniors, (1st) several have gone astray from utter ignorance 
of the difference between the parts of speech; (2nd) one third of them 
could not give the third person singular of the present indicative of even 
one of six verbs which are found in all elementary grammars, and in 
every text book — they are the Irish equivalents of such common words 
as ‘’gives, 55 “says,” “sees,” “goes,” “comes,” “reaches”; (3rd) very 
niauy did not know the infinitive teasaigatn ; (4th) in answer to 
question 3, one boy informs us that “the substantive comes between 
the adjective and the decimal unit ”•

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3. In the middle grade half of the examinees could not account for 
the idioms of questions 4 and 5. 

4. In the. Senior Grade one-tliird did not understand the idioms of 
question 7, but I am happy to say that few of them failed in composition, 
notwithstanding its difficulty, and that most of them grappled successfully 
with the archaic passage from O’Ourry’s Lectures. 



ALGEBRA AND ARITHMETIC. 

\ . 

Senior Grade — Boys and Girls. 

Report of James 0. Rea, b.a. 

The answering in Algebra of the Senior Grade candidates was poor. 
Of the 201 boys examined, 77 passed, and of these 11 obtained Honour 
marks. 

Of the candidates who failed, a large proportion should not have 
presented for examination, as they were totally unprepared ; in fact, one 
of them stated on his paper that ho did not want to be examined. There 
must have been others like him, for 29 failed to get any marks. 

Only 17 boys knew that the second question was not done by com- 
pound proportion. The same want of thought was manifest in the 
working of the seventh question. Many worked away blindly with a 
formula which did not apply to the question. 

Some showed their ignorance of the fundamental rules of Algebra, and 
I must add, showed their defective teaching also by their attempts at 
working the fourth and sixth questions. Instead of leaving the co- 
efficients in brackets, they removed the brackets, and thus insured their 
failure to obtain a correct result. 

Of the 61 girls examined, 13 passed, and of these none succeeded in 
obtaining Honours. As in the case of the hoys, many of the candidates 
displayed great ignorance of even the Junior Grade course ; 31 of them 
got 10 per cent., or less than 10 per cent. 



ELEMENTARY MECHANICS AND PLANE 
TRIGONOMETRY. 

Senior Grade. 

Report of R. "W. Griffin, m.a., ll.d. 

The answering of the Senior Grade boys in Mechanics was particularly 
good, and afforded evidence that they had, in general, been carefully 
and judiciously instructed. Their answering in Trigonometry also was 
very good. 

The answering of the Senior Grade girls in Trigonometry was very 
poor, the book questions only, as a rule, having been attempted. I 
attribute the failure to inadequate instruction.

ALGEBRA. 

Middle Grade — Boys. 

Report by Eev. J. H. Bernard, b.d. 

I beg to report that of the (506) Middle Grade Boys whose papers in 
Algebra wore examined by me, about 40 per cent, failed, 30 per cent, 
passed with Honours, and the remaining 30 per cent, scored a bare “ pass." 
This result appears to be very satisfactory when compared with the 
returns for the year 1S89, and I was much pleased with the answering 
on the whole. Several boys obtained full marks, and a good knowledge 
of equations and of algebraic problems was shown by many. But in 
the more elementary parts of the subject the answering was disappoint 
ing ; great ignorance was displayed of the principles involved in finding 
the L. C. M. of several algebraic expressions, and question 4, which 
required some familiarity with fractional indices, was poorly done. 



Junior Grade— Boys, 

Report of Rev. John H. Bernard, b.d., Rev. Thomas E. Judge, 
and J ames C. Rea, b.a. 

We have to report that the answering in the J unior Grade was 
unsatisfactory. Many boys were sent in for examination who were 
absolutely ignorant of the subject ; and there was a general want of 
accuracy in work. Question 2— a simple exercise in algebraic multipli- 
cation — was worked incorrectly by a large number of candidates ; and 
the same may be said of question 3. It is idle for teachers to expect 
that boys will be able to solve equations who have not been -thoroughly 
drilled in the fundamental rules and in fractions. 

In question 8, many who correctly found that — 16a; = 8, were 
unable to find from thence the value of x. Question 11 seemed to 
bo a general favourite, and was solved correctly by a large number of 
candidates. .Very few saw the easiest method of working number 10, 
though in some cases the correct answer w r as obtained by laborious 
work. 

The papers were neatly written, and easy to read on the whole j and 
in a fair number of cases full marks were obtained. 



Junior and Middle-Grades — Girls. 

Report of R. W. Griffin, m.a., ll.d. 

The Junior and Middle Grade girls answered fairly well in Algebra. 



EUCLID. 

Senior and Middle Grades — Boys. 

Report of Francis A. Tarleton, ll.d. 

The answering of the boys in book questions was on the whole ex- 
tremely good, and showed careful preparation. 

A great improvement in the general style of answering would b$ 
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effected by the avoidance of useless repetitions, and by a greater effort 
to secure brevity. In using algebraical symbols, candidates should be 
taught to use them with technical correctness. In ordinary English, I 
may write that a, b and c make up cl, but if I omit the comma, and 
write “a b and c = d” I have a result which is neither English nor 
algebra, and if I write il ci b + c = d” the algebraical meaning is different 
from that which is sought to be conveyed. A loose and inaccurate way 
of using algebraical symbols, such as I have described above, I found 
very frequently employed. 



Seniob Grade. — Girls. 

Report of Joseph M‘Grath, b.a. 

As regards a knowledge of the propositions the answering was 
extremely good, *and showed careful and efficient teaching. The 
deductions were attempted, and not very successfully, by only a few. 



Middle Grade. — Girls. 

Report of Joseph M‘Grath, b.a. 

A striking feature in the answering was the absence of reference to 
authorities. As a consequence, I think, of this, propositions were in 
many instances proved by- means of others occurring later in the Text, 
os for example, I. 5, by means of I. 8. Some candidates lost much 
time in writing out in full each question. It is not necessary to write 
the questions ; to write the number alone of each is sufficient indication 
of the question to which the answer that follows refers. Some very 
extraordinary symbols were used. All intelligible abbreviations, as 
stated in the Examination Paper, are allowed, but candidates should be 
careful not to use already established symbols in other than their 
accepted meaning. The answering on the whole was good ; but the 
deductions were, except in a few cases, left severely alone. 



Junior Grade. 

Report of William Bergin, b.a. ; Gerald Griffin; and 
Joseph M c Grath, b.a. 

The answering in the propositions was good, but a remarkably small 
number of candidates successfully attempted the deductions. Many 
did not know the meaning of the term rectangle, and hence failed to 
answer Question 3. In the case of several candidates the answering 
in the Third Book was satisfactory, but very deficient in the First and. 
Second Books. Comparatively few referred to authorities. In a great 
many cases the construction was omitted, the figures were drawn 
inaccurately, and large and small letters weye nsed interchangeably. 
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Junior Grade. — Girls. 

Report of Francis A. Tarleton, ll.d. 

The answering of the Girls in the J unior Grade was not good. Nearly 
all occasionally made use of modes of procedure which would have 
enabled them with ease to trisect the angle or square the circle. It would 
be well if teachers would try to impress on students that it is im- 
possible to draw a straight line satisfying an unlimited number of inde- 
pendent conditions. In several cases, among the Girls, I received answers 
in which the words of the answer were perfectly correct, but the 
accompanying figure quite unlike what it was meant to represent, an 
obtuse or right angle being drawn as strikingly acute. 



ARITHMETIC. 

Middle Grade. — Boys. 

Report of S. FitzPatrick. 

The answering in this grade was very satisfactory. Of 545 ex- 
amined, 186 obtained honours, 211 passed, and 148 failed. The failures 
should not be so numerous, as I consider that, with even moderate at- 
tention to the subject throughout the year, a pass could be secured by 
most boys. The papers on the whole give evidence of excellent teaching 
in most schools. The questions are carefully read and reasoned out, the 
calculations are accurate, and the clerical work most creditable. 



Middle Grade. — Girls. 

Report of S. FitzPatrick. 

In tliis grade, although still much to be desired, there are some 
splendid results. Over and over again throughout the marking 
sheet can be seen groups of papers with totals over 300, and many with 
the full 500 marks. Such a result can only come from the most 
efficient teaching, and it is to be hoped that in the very many gills 
schools in which arithmetic is still neglected, some approach to this 
very satisfactory condition may soon arise. Of 223 examined, 35 
obtained honours, 93 passed, and 95 failed. 



Junior Grade. — Boys. 

Report of P. A. E. Dowling and Rev. J . Macbeth, ll.d. 

In reference to the answering of the Boys in Junior Grade Arith- 
metic, we beg to report that of the 8,146 candidates examined by us, 6 
obtained full marks, 31 per cent, obtained Honours, 34 per cent, 
tained Passes, and 35 per cent, failed, 
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Though ft considerable number obtained over 80 per cent, of the total 
marks, yet we consider the answering on the whole only fairly satisfac- 
tory. The number who failed in the simple multiplication involved in 
the solution of question 1. was very large, while the vast majority of 
the boys lost several marks through gross inaccuracy in working out 
details. 

A few of the papers were veiy neatly worked, but as a rule there was 
much carelessness in working out the questions. 



Junior Grade. — Girls. 

. Report of S. EitzPatrick. 

I am pleased to be able to report a very marked improvement in the 
papers of this grade. No doubt much of this is due to the operation of 
the new rule excluding children under 1 2 years of age ; but apart from 
this, there is evidence of better teaching in many schools. Questions 
involving some serious consideration have not been passed over as 
heretofore, and the accuracy and neatness of work have well advanced. 
Of 891 examined, 209 obtained honours, 339 passed, and 313 failed. 



BOOK-KEEPING. 

Report of Edward Spencer, m.a. 

I have examined the answers of 1,094 candidates in Book-keeping 
(994 boys and 100 gilds), and find that of the boys, 10 per cent, have 
passed with honours, 33 per cent, have passed without honours, and 57 
per cent, have failed ; of the girls, 1 1 per cent, have passed with honours, 
36 per cent, have passed without honours, and 53 per cent, have 
failed. 

As compared with last year, the answering shows some improvement, 
but this years examination paper was not so difficult as that given last 
year. 

The results- of this examination fully confirm the opinion expressed 
in my report for last year, viz., — that sufficient attention is not paid to 
book-keeping. 



CHEMISTRY. 

Senior Grade. 

Report of J. Dallas Pratt, m.a., m.d. 

There is very little to be said about the Senior Grade ; the answers 
were extremely satisfactory, and many of the candidates exhibited an 
accuracy and thoroughness even in minute details, which is pleasing. 
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Middle Grade. 

Report of J. Dallas Pratt, m.a., m.d. 

The answering in this Grade I consider extremely satisfactory, as the 
large number of candidates obtaining honour marks shows ; there is also 
a great improvement on the Junior Grade in the way in which candidates 
answer questions, and I feel sure that some, at least, of the Middle Grade 
obtained their knowledge from practical as well as theoretical instruction. 
There is a pleasing absence of the results of “ cramming ” in the replies 
of many. 



Junior Grade, 

Report of Michael M 4 Hitgh, m.b., and J. Dallas Pratt, m.a., m.d. 

The answering in this grade has been of a satisfactory character 
generally, and in a limited number of cases may be said to have been 
very creditable to the candidates. 

Considerable familiarity with experimental details has been shown, 
and in this respect, as well as in knowledge of general principles, the 
results compare very favourably with those of previous years. On the 
other hand, we could not fail to note the frequent evidences of cramming 
presented, for example, by the definitions given of the terms atom and 
molecule. It was comparatively of common occurrence to find these 
definitions transposed, so that the correct definition of a molecule 
would be applied to an atom, and vice versa, clearly showing that the 
definitions had been committed to memory without their meaning 
being comprehended. It was also apparent that candidates, evidently 
deficient in practical knowledge, were nevertheless able to give defini- 
tions and equations correctly. Finally, we may state that several 
candidates were absolutely ignorant of the subject, and should clearly 
not have presented themselves for the examination. 



NATURAL PHILOSOPHY. 

Senior Grade — Boys 
Report of A. W. Scott, m.a. 

' Of 124 Senior Grade boys examined by me, 42, or 33-9 per cent, 
failed to obtain the minimum number of marks required for a Pass. 
Forty-nine, or 39*5 per cent., obtained a mere Pass, while 33, or 
26*6 per cent., obtained a Pass with Honours. Five candidates, or 
4 per cent., obtained at least 80 per cent, of the total marks, while 
9, or 7*3 per cent., obtained no marks whatever. These results 
are, I think, satisfactory ; the failures do not seem to me to be in 
excess of what must always be expected in an examination of this 
kind. Admirable work was done by the best candidates, their answers 
were expressed in accurate and scientific language, and illustrated 
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frequently by neat diagrams. They seemed in many instances to have 
had practical experience in manipulating the apparatus they described. 
I do not know if I am exceeding my instructions in remarking that 
this grade seems to me to have made considerable progress since I had 
the honour of acting as Examiner some years ago. 



Senior Grade — Girls. 

Report of A. W. Scott, m.a. 

I examined the Answer Books of 13 Senior Grade girls. The paper 
set was the same as for the Senior Grade boys, and X adopted a similar 
standard of marking. Three failed to obtain the minimum number of 
marks required for. a Pass, nine obtained a mere Pass, and one a Pass 
with Honours. These numbers are too small to enable me to form any 
opinion as t.o the teaching of Natural Philosophy in this Grade in the 
girls’ schools of Ireland. The lowest number of marks obtained by any 
candidate was 25, or 5 per cent.; the highest, 255, or 51 per cent. 



Middle Grade, 

Report of J. H. Stewart, b.sc., b.a. 

The answering in this Grade may be considered fairly satisfactory, 
and evidenced much careful preparation and sound teaching. Each of 
the ten questions was satisfactorily answered a large number of times, 
but, perhaps, Nos. 1 and 6 not so often as the others. Very elaborate 
and ingenious answers were given to question l, but most of these 
answers were valueless, owing to the failure of the students to make 
use of the Principle of Archimedes. As regards question 6, only a 
small minority of the students knew how the linear and cubical co- 
efficients of expansion are numerically related. Many of the students 
showed a good acquaintance with the experimental details of the 
subject, but, in a large number of cases, there was no evidence of 
illustrative teaching. The numerical questions were best answered, 
and those requiring the expounding of principles worst. 



Junior Grade. — Boys. 

Joint Report of Rev. P. Reoghan, b.a., A. W. Scott, m.a., and 
J. H. Stewart, b.sc., b.a. 

The answering of the J unior Grade Boys cannot be considered satis- 
factory, as appears from the large number of failures, nor does this seem 
capable of explanation by the nature of the paper, which was not beyond 
the capabilities of the best candidates. Very: few understood why the 
apparent force of gravity is less at the equator than in our latitude, and 
many who understood that the greater equatorial diameter of the earth is 
due to its rotation on its axis, seemed to be unaware that the same causq 
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tends to diminish the apparent force of gravity'there, while fewer still could 
explain why this cause diminishes in high latitudes. The question on 
the wheel and axle was constantly attempted by an application of the 
ordinary formula, and not from the principle of work done. The boys 
had evidently “ got up ” the question, and had sent it up as they had 
learned it, without crying to understand what was proposed. Momentum 
was usually confounded with moving energy. Question 1 0 was attempted 
by very few, and some of the answers were curious. The examiners 
desire to call attention to the practice which seems to prevail ' of 
“ getting up ” special questions, in hopes they may appear on the paper. 
Thus, in question 3, elaborate descriptions of the method of finding the 
centre of gravity of a body were given, 'while the question asked — Why 
a body suspended freely from a fixed point assumes a certain position ? — 
was not answered, but assumed as self-evident. “ Paper science,” which 
includes Natural Philosophy taught only from books and learned by 
heart, is of little use to any one, while, on the other hand, the study of 
Nature can be made of great educational value when conducted in a 
scientific spirit. Elaborate apparatus is not required for junior boys, 
but intelligent teaching is, and it is far better for a boy to learn a 
portion of the course thoroughly than to attempt a large portion of the 
examination paper, and obtain scarcely any marks. We desire to draw 
attention to the necessity for neatness in the answers and diagrams, so 
that boys may learn to reason from their own drawings, instead of 
learning to repeat from memory. 



Junior Grade — Girls. 

Report of Rev. P. Keoghan, b.a. 

The answering in Natural Philosophy of the Girls, J unior Grade, 
was with few exceptions of an unsatisfactory nature. A large number 
of the candidates showed an utter ignorance of the most elementary 
principles of the subject, and should not have been allowed by their 
teachers to compete. The answering in a small number of cases may 
be described as fair, but in only one or two instances was it good. 



DRAWING. 

Senior Grade— Perspective and the Projection op Shadows, &c. 

Middle Grade— Orthographic and Isometric Projection. 

Report of John Carroll. 

Senior Grade. 

The solutions to the questions in Perspective are in the majority 
of cases accurately and neatly worked. The result in this subject is 
good. Very few candidates have, however, attempted the questions on 
the Projection of Solids and Shadows. It could not have been for want 
of time that more and better solutions of these problems were not given, 
for some three or four Papers contain very creditable answers to all the 
questions, 
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Middle Grade. 

The solutions to the problems dealing with the Projection of Solids 
are generally good, hut the candidates, with some few exceptions, are 
weak in the knowledge of the Projection of Planes , as is evident from 
the very small number of satisfactory answers to Question 3. More 
attention should be paid to this part of the subject — the projection of 
planes. 

The answering in Isometric Projection is fairly good. 



Senior Grade. — Object Drawing. 

Deport of Edward S. O’Brien, b.a., b.e. 

. A large number of the drawings examined were of great merit, and 
but few candidates sent in work of a low standard. 

The drawings of the boys are, on the whole, distinctly better than 
those of the girls, and exhibit evidence of more thorough teaching. 

• The results of this examination must be considered to be higldy satis- 
factory, and most creditable to pupils and teachers. 



Middle and Junior Grades. — Freehand. 

Report of G. M. Atkinson. 

In reporting upon the results of the Art examination, Junior Grade, 
boys and girls, and Middle Grade, boys and girls — Freehand Drawing, 
I have much pleasure in stating that I found a great inprovement in 
the exercises, compared with those submitted to me in 1886 and 1887. 

The candidates show a better educational knowledge of art, a con- 
siderable number of the exercises were very nearly perfect. I could 
fiud little or no fault with them, so had the pleasure of awarding them 
full marks. 

The examples fully answered my expectations, and the scheme of 
awards proposed, I found fairly tested the results. It was abundantly 
proved that all the students that could draw had ample time in which 
to execute the exercise. -------- 



Junior Grade — Boys — Freehand. 

Report of G. M. Atkinson and E. S. O’Brien, b.e. 

We have to report that the exercises in Freehand Drawing, by the 
Junior Grade boys, submitted this year, were very fairly executed in 
the majority of cases, and showed a great improvement on the works 
of previous years. A considerable number obtained high marks. 

- The construction of the example was understood, and the execution 
was clear and distinct. 
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Junior Grade. — (Practical Plane and Solid Geometry) — Boys. 

Report of John Carroll and Edward S. O’Brien, b.a., b.e. 

A large number of candidates sent in unusually good papers in this 
subject, and showed a considerable knowledge of it. Many, however, 
answered in suck a manner as to show very imperfect preparation. 

The first three questions were well answered by a very large number, 
but the solutions to question 4, on the construction of scales, were 
generally poor, and very few were quite correct. 

As in the application of practical geometry to the arts and sciences, 
the construction of scales takes a most important place, candidates 
would do well in future to be better informed on this portion of the 
subject. 

In the practical solid geometry some candidates seemed uncertain 
as to the differences between a cylinder and a cone, a pyramid and a 
prism. 

On the whole the result of the examination is very creditable both 
to the candidates and to their teachers. 



MUSIC. 

All Grades. 

Report of Brendan J. Rogers. 

I beg to say that, having carefully examined all the books and papers 
sent me in connection with the recent examinations in Music, I am 
enabled to report, on the whole, that the pupils have done their work 
in a very satisfactory way, and a fairly high level of excellence in 
answering has been maintained throughout. 

The only exceptions that appear to me to require any notice are, 
the part writing in the figured bass exercises, and the answering in the 
subject of “ Musical Forms,” Senior Grade. 



BOTANY (Girls only). 

All Grades. 

Report of R. J. Anderson, m.a., m.d. 

The answers to the questions in the J unior Grade Botany show the 
following merits -.—Good drawings, carefully prepared bookwork, and 
good desciiptions of natui'al objects already described in the text-books. 
The defects consist in the descriptions of objects in nature not already 
met with in the books. The merits far outweigh the defects, and the 
latter may be remedied by placing natural objects before students, and 
oivino- them ample time and words for description. 

° The answering in the Middle Grade has been uniformly good. One 
question, which lias proved difficult, lias lowered the average. 

Many answers in the Senior Grade have been exceedingly good. 
The questions on Physiological Botany have not been so well answered 
as those on Morphological Botany.

Report of the Intermediate 



DOMESTIC ECONOMY. 



Senior Grade. — Girls Only. 

Report of M. J. Barrington-Ward, m.a. 

The answers are in most respects highly satisfactory ; 40 per cent, 
of the candidates gained Honours, and there were only three cases of 
failure amongst the 117 examinees. The great majority showed abun- 
dant proof that they had studied the subject with great care, for not 
only are the answers accurate, but the style of composition in which 
they are written is unusually good. It is gratifying to find that questions 
of a practical nature had the special attention of nearly all the 
examinees. • Cookery has evidently been 'practised by many, for, while 
the written details of culinary processes vary greatly, they are, in 
the main, sensible and correct, as well as complete. 

There are only two blemishes which call for particular notice. At 
least half the answers are unnecessarily lengthy. It is highly undesir- 
able to “ spin out ” one’s papers to the extent of four or five answer- 
books-full, when the truth could have been equally well, or better, stated 
in a few concise sentences. Again, some candidates write in a slovenly 
ill-formed hand, without the slightest consideration for the unfortunate 
examiner who has to decipher their scrawling sentences. Those whose 
duty it is to prepare young persons for an examination should give 
particular attention to their handwriting, in order that the examiners 
may be enabled to ascertain clearly and easily what the candidates 
desire to state. Fortunately, the number of “bad winters ” who 
present themselves for this examination is decreasing, and there are 
not a few persons whose penmanship is at once neat and very legible. 
Spelling and punctuation are remarkably good throughout. 



Middle Grade. 

Report of Fannie Gallaher. 

The answering in this grade was very creditable to both the candi- 
dates aud their teachers. The questions were well within the reach of 
the former, and the answers showed, beyond doubt, that the instruction 
was sound in the various branches of the subject covered by the course. 
Where physiological points were at issue, the candidates either excelled 
or failed in the most marked manner, some (and I am glad to note that 
they were in a large majority), proving very clearly that the circulation 
of the blood, and the process of respiration, were no mysteries to them, 
while others gave evidence that they knew absolutely nothing of their 
own internal organisation. In the domain of cookery there was a 
greater display of average information, although in many instances the 
imagination of the theoretical cooks exerted itself to the utmost to 
produce startling culinary effects. The duties of housemaid and 
kitchenmaid seemed to be generally understood, and it is pleasing 
to know that the examination papers gave a liberal promise of an 
increased supply of wholesome homes throughout Ireland. Even here, 
however, some strange ideas were introduced without visible doubt OX 
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fear. The candidates’ vulnerable spot was the laundry. A large percentage 
of them ran away from it, some never approached it, and several pleaded 
as an excuse for their ignorance the fact that the clothes were all given 
out at home ! The particular impression which the papers made on 
me was, that within the past two years the middle grade has advanced 
with strides on the road of Domestic Economy. If the practical work- 
ing-day information of the examiners has kept pace with the mark- 
making stores of knowledge on which the Intermediate Examinations 
draw, then I should say that there must be a much greater supply of 
useful, and, because “ useful,” happy girls in Ireland than there was a 
little while ago. 



Junior Grade. — Girls Only. 

Report of M. J. Barrington-Ward and Fannie Gallaher. 

There is a marked improvement in the answering of these candidates, 
some papers showing a gratifying evidence of practical acquaintance 
with domestic operations, while others prove intelligent application of 
scientific principles to matters of every day occurrence. The desire on 
the part of the candidates to distinguish themselves seems to have 
urged them to special exertions, the result of which is that very few 
fail and a large proportion gain Honours. As a rule, the course laid 
down for the grade has been scrupulously gone over, so far as the 
small text-books ordinarily used are concerned ; but here and there', 
when examinees travel outside of the lines in the hope of testifying 
the possession of a greater capacity for gaining and retaining information 
than was required of them, they wander into diffuse nonsense, and only 
succeed in suggesting that their teachers were too well content to 
confine their lessons on the subject within the proposed — not prescribed 
— limits. It is a. fact, however, to the teachers’ credit, that the answer- 
ing is generally given in the candidates’ own words, and that it is well 
arranged even when sliglitly imaginative. Handwriting shows greater 
improvement, but the spelling is too often faulty to the extent of being 
ingenious.

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Appendix Y. 

The Burke Memoriae Prizes. 

A sum of money, subscribed in memory of the late Thomas Henry 
Burke, Esq., Under Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant, was transferred 
by the Burke Memorial Committee, on 18th March, 1884, to the Inter- 
mediate Education Board for Ireland, who undertook to administer the 
Fund in accordance with the following Buies — (the sum funded is 
£1,222 18s. 11(2. Consols); — 

I. The annual income from the fund shall be applied in paying three 
Frizes, one of £16, one of £10, and a second of £10 ; any surplus or 
deficiency to be apportioned in the same ratio. If, in the opinion of the 
Commissioners, sufficient merit be not shown by the Candidates com- 
peting to justify the award of any or either of the Prizes, the amount 
of such Prize may be, at the discretion of the Board, withheld and added 
to the principal. 

II. No student shall be qualified to receive these Prizes except the 
children of persons who are, or have been, in receipt of salary or pension 
in Ireland, paid out of money derived from Parliamentary Grants, 
Kates or Taxes, other than members of the Naval or Military Services, 
not being also in Civil employment. 

III. The Prizes shall be awarded as follows : — that of £16 to the 
Boy whom, at the annual Examination in the Junior Grade among 
Male Candidates qualified in the manner expressed in the next preceding 
Buie, the Board shall adjudge to rank highest in answering ; One Prize 
of £10 to the Boy whom in the same Grade at such Examination the 
Board shall adjudge to rank second among such persons in answering; 
and the other of £10 to the Girl whom, at such Exam in ation in the 
same Grade, among Pemale Candidates qualified in the manner aforesaid 
the Board shall adjudge to rank highest in answering. 

IV. The decision of the Board shall be final and decisive in deter- 
mining whether the Candidates fulfil the conditions of the third Buie. 

Y. The Board may deduct all expenses connected with the trust from 
the yearly income. 
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Scheme settled by the Intermediate Education Board for 
Ireland, with the approval of the Lord Lieutenant and the 
Treasury, pursuant to Section 3 (ii.) of the Local Taxation 
(Customs and Excise) Act, 1890. 

"Whereas, by section 3 of the Local Taxation (Customs and Excise) 
Act, 1890, it is, amongst other things, enacted that the residue of the 
Irish share of the local taxation, customs, and excise duties which shall 
be paid to the Local Taxation (Ireland) Account on account of any 
financial year, after payment out of said share of the sum of £78,000 to 
the Commissioners of Education, shall, unless Parliament otherwise 
determines, he paid to the Intermediate Education Board for Ireland, 
and be distributed and applied by them amongst schools to which the 
provisions of the Intermediate Education (Ireland) Actj 1878 (herein- 
after called “ the Act of 1878 ”), apply, for both or either of the purposes 
following, but for no other purposes, namely : — 

(а) Eor the payment to managers of schools complying with the 

conditions prescribed under the said Act, of fees dependent on 
the results of public examinations of students ; and 

(б) Eor the payment of prizes and exhibitions, and giving of certifi- 

cates to students ; 

according to a Scheme to be settled by the said Board, with the approval 
of the Lord Lieutenant and the Treasury. 

And whereas the examinations of students imder the said Act, and 
the Rules made thereunder, have heretofore been held in each of three 
Grades — the Junior Grade, the Middle Grade, and the Senior Grade. 

And whereas the Board by certain Rules made under the said Act, 
with the approval of His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, which bear 
even date herewith, and are hereinafter called “ The New Rules, ’’have 
directed that, in addition to the examinations prescribed by the there- 
tofore existing Rules, there shall he held in the year 1891 an examina- 
tion of students in the Middle Grade, and in and after the year 1892 
examinations of students in the Middle and Senior Grades respec- 
tively, in an alternative course of subjects of examination, to be called 
“ The Commercial Course ; ” and have further directed that in and 
after the said year, 1892, an examination of students shall he held in 
an additional Grade to be called “ The Preparatory Grade; ” and have, 
by such Rules, made provision for the payment to managers of schools, 
to which the Act of 1878 applies, of fees dependent upon the results of 
such examinations, hereinafter called Results Eees, and for payment in 
respect of the examinations to he held under such existing Rules of 
additional Results Eees, and also for the payment of prizes to students 
in respect of some of such examinations, and of larger prizes and exhibi- 
tions in respect of other of such examinations. 

Now, the said Intermediate Education Board for Ireland do hereby, 
in pursuance of the Local Taxation (Customs and Excise) Act, 189o’ 
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with the approval of His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant and the 
Treasury, make and settle the following Scheme, for the distribution 
and application by them of the residue of said Irish share of the local 
taxation, customs, and excise duties which shall be paid to them on 
account of the present or of any other financial year. 

The said residue shall be distributed and applied by the Board, so 
far as the same shall extend, as follows : — 

1 . Results Fees in Commercial Course . 

1. Firstly, in payment to such managers of schools (to which the Act 
of 1878 applies) as shall comply with the conditions contained in the 
Rules now in force or which may at any future time be made by the 
Board, with the approval of His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, in 
relation to the Commercial Course, of such Results Fees as may become 
payable to them in respect of students who shall have passed the 
examinations to be held from time to time under such Rules in the 
said Course. 

2. Prizes in Commercial Course. 

2. Secondly, in the payment, to the students entitled thereto, of such 
prizes as may be awarded in respect of such examinations. 

3. Additional Results Fees. 

3. Thirdly, in payment to such managers of schools (to which the Act 
of 1878 applies) as shall comply with the conditions in the Rules from 
time to time in force of such Results Fees (additional to those which 
may from time to time be paid out of the other iucome of the Board), 
as may become payable to them under such Rules, in respect of stu- 
dents who shall have passed examinations in the existing Grades 
other than those in the Commercial Course. 

4. Increase in Frizes and Exhibitions in the existing Grades. 

4. Fourthly, in payment of the amounts by which the prizes and 
exhibitions are by said New Rules authorized to be increased; and 
in providing for the payment of more and larger prizes and exhibi- 
tions than are payable to students in the existing grades under the 
heretofore existing Rules, in such manner and to such extent as may 
be prescribed by Rules. 

5. Results Fees, Prizes , and Exhibitions in the Preparatory Grade. 

5. Fifthly, in payment of such Results Fees, prizes, and exhibitions 
in the additional grade, to be termed the Preparatory Grade, as may 
from time to time be prescribed by Rules under the said Act. 

Residue brought forward to Results Fees, 1892. 

In the event of the sums which shall be paid to the said Board under 
the said Local Taxation (Customs and Excise) Act, 1890, on account of 
the present or any other financial year being more than sufficient for all 
the above mentioned purposes, then the surplus of such year which shall 
remain undisposed of shall be applied and distributed by the Board in 
and towards the purposes prescribed by the 3rd section, sub section (ii.), 
of the Local Taxation (Customs and Excise) Act, 1890, in such manner 
as shall from time to time be directed by Rules under the said Act of 
1878. 
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Inte rmed iate Education Board for Ireland. 

Additional Rules. 

The Intermediate Education Board for Ireland, in pursuance and by- 
virtue of the “ Intermediate Education (Ireland) Act, 1878,” do 
hereby, with the approval of His Excellency Lawrence, Earl of 
Zetland, Lord Lieutenant-General and General Governor of Ireland, 
make the following Additional Rules for the purposes of said 
Act: — 

1. The following Examinations shall be held, in addition to those 
directed by the existing Rules, viz. : — 

(a.) In the year 1891 an Examination of students in the Middle 
Grade, and in and after the year 1892, Examinations of students 
in the Middle and Senior Grades respectively, in a Course to be 
called “ the Commercial Course.” 

(6.) In and after the year 1892, an Examination in an additional 
Grade, to be called “ the Preparatory Grade.” 



Commercial Course. 

Obligatory Subjects. 

2. No student shall obtain credit for the Commercial Examination 
generally, nor shall his name be published in the Schedule of Results of 
such Examination, unless he pass in the following subjects, viz. ; —

(J.) The History of the British Isles, Colonies and Dependencies, 
from a. d.

600 Arithmetic^ as in Ordinary Middle Grade Course, together with Foreign Weights 
and Measures, Currencies and Exchanges. ; . r

(c.) Italian ; (d.) Spanish. No books are prescribed ; in each language 
the Examination will comprise grammar ; translation from English 
(including a commercial letter) into the language ; and translation into 
English from the language. 

600 Algeb’a, as in Ordinary Middle Grade Programme. 

* A certain number of marks may be deducted for bad Handwriting or bad Ortho- 
graphy. 

f Marks will be deducted for want of neatness. 
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Optional Subjects . 

Every Candidate must take at least one of the following (or two if 
Latin be taken) : —

700 ( For each language). One or moro of tlie following Modern Languages , not 
taken as an obligatory subject — French, German, Italian , Spanish. No books 
are prescribed; in each language the Examination will comprise grammar, 
translation from English (including a commercial letter) into the language ;

600 Chemistry. I The Ordinary Courses prescribed for the Middle Grade.

700 Latin (as a second optional subject). No books are prescribed; the Examination 
will include grammar, composition, and translation from Latin into English. 

3. No student shall be allowed to present for Examination in the 
Commercial Course in the Middle Grade who has not passed the 
Examination in the Junior Grade in a previous year. 

4. No student shall be allowed to present for Examination in the 
Commercial Course in the Senior Grade in any year who has not in a 
previous year passed the Examination in the Commercial Course in the 
Middle Grade. 

5. Prizes of such value as the Board may determine, but not exceed- 
ing £20 each, shall be awarded to such students as the Board shall 
adjudge to have obtained the highest places at the Examination in the 
Commercial Course, Middle Grade. 

6. The number of £20 Prizes in the Commercial Course, Middle 
Grade, shall be such as the Board may determine, but shall not exceed 
one for every twenty students in the aggregate who shall have passed 
in that grade in accordance with Rule 2. If, on dividing the aggregate 
above referred to by twenty, there shall remain a number not less .than 
ten, an additional £20 Prize may be awarded. 

7. Prizes not exceeding £10 each shall be awarded to such students 
in the Commercial Course, Middle Grade, as the Board shall adjudge 
to be next in order of merit to the students to whom £20 Prizes have 
been awarded. The number of such Prizes shall not exceed the number 
of £20 Prizes. 

8. The number and value of the Prizes to be awarded to students in 
the Commercial Course, Senior Grade, will be prescribed by future 
Rules. 

9. The Rules approved by His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant on 
1st April, 1890, shall be applicable to the Examinations in the Com- 
mercial Courses, with the exception of the following, viz. : — 2, 8, 12, 
14, 18, 19, 20, 21, 22, 23, 25, 26, 27, 28, 29, 33, and 36. 

10. No student, who shall have given notice of his intention to pre- 
sent in the Commercial Course, shall he allowed to present in any 
other Course in the same year. 

11. There shall not he any competition for Exhibitions, Prizes, and 
Medals between students presenting in the Ordinary Courses and those 
presenting in the Commercial Courses. 

12. Results Pees shall he payable to the managers of schools who shall 
comply with these Rules and the other Rules of the Board applicable 
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thereto, for students, who, having attended their schools from the 1st 
of November of the year previous to that of Examination, and having 
made at least one hundred attendances from that date to the last day 
of the month preceding the Examination, shall have obtained credit, for 
such Examination generally in the Commercial Course. Such Results 
Fees shall be calculated at such rates as the Board may determine, but 
shall not exceed in the Middle Grade 3s. 9 d. and in the Senior Grade 
4s. 6 d. per 100 marks assigned to each subject in which the student 
shall have been awarded a pass ; provided (1) that Results Fees shall 
not be paid to the managers of more schools than one for the same 
student in respect of the same subject, in the same year ; (2) that the 
aggregate sum to be paid for any one student shall not exceed in the 
Middle Grade £9 15s. and in the Senior Grade £12 15s. 



Preparatory Grade. 

13. Any student shall be eligible for Examination in the Preparatory 
Grade who, on the 1st day of J une in the year in which he shall pre- 
sent himself, shall be over the age of twelve, and shall not exceed the 
age of fourteen years. 

14. The subjects and Programme of the Examination in the Pre- 
paratory Grade, the number and value of Prizes which may be awarded 
to students, and the rate and amount of the Results Fees which may 
be payable to managers of schools in respect of such Examination, shall 
be prescribed by future Rules. 



Increase of Middle Grade Exhibitions, Senior Grade 
Prizes, and of Results Fees. 

15. Numbers 19 and 21 of the Rules sealed by the Board on the 28th 
March, 1890, are hereby revoked ; and the following Rules are sub- 
stituted in lieu thereof : — 

16. Exhibitions, of such value as the Board may determine, but not 
exceeding £30 each, tenable for two years, and payable as the Board 
may direct, shall be awarded to such students as the Board shall adjudge 
to have obtained the highest places at the Examination in the Middle 
Grade. 

17. Prizes, of such value as the Board may determine, but not exceed- 
ing £50 each, shall be awarded to such students as the Board shall 
adjudge to have obtained the highest places at the Examination in the 
Senior Grade. No student obtaining such Prize shall retain an 
Exhibition. 

18. In the year 1891 there shall be payable to the managers of 
schools, who shall comply with these Rules and the other Rules of the 
Board applicable thereto (in addition to the Results Fees which shall 
become payable to them under No. 33 of the Rules sealed 28th 
March, 1890), additional Results Fees for students who shall have 
earned Results Fees under such Rules. Such additional Results Fees 
shall be payable and paid only out of the residue of the Irish share 
of Bocal Taxation (Customs and Excise) Duties which shall be 
paid to the Board on account of the present financial year, and shall be 
calculated at such rates as the Board may determine, but shall not 
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exceed one-half the maximum amount which might have been paid to 
such managers under said Rule 38. 

19. These Rules shall come into operation forthwith.
